On  Thursday,  February  15,  in 
a fitting  climax  to  a week  of 
all-star  basketball,  the  MBA 
“Big  Red"  Alumni  hosted  the

ketball game.  The  Big  Red, 
captained  by  Reed  Tickett, 
featured  four  faculty  mem- 
bers, past  and  present  (Tom 
Moore,  David  Pack,  Joe 
Thoni,  and  Ricky  Bowers), 
while  BGA’s  equal  was  head- 
lined by  All-SEC  player, 
Barry  Booker,  and  a clone  to 
ex-UT  super  white  hog,  Doug 
Roth. 

The  Big  Red  started  fast, 
hitting  their  first  five  three- 
pointers  and  nine  in  the  first 
half,  but  BGA.  hitting  seven 


of  their  own.  held  MBA’s 
lead  to  six.  52-46.  at  half- 
time. 

The  half-time  show  fea- 
tured two  YMCA  teams,  pit- 
ting coaches  Todd  Foust  and 
David  Mason  against 
crippled  class-mate  Drew 
Healy’s  team.  After  a neck- 
to-neck  game,  Healy’s  team 
snatched  victory  from  the 
jaws  of  defeat  with  a half- 
court heave  at  the  buzzer. 

Early  in  the  second  half. 
Booker  ignited  a 10-0  BGA 
run  with  consecutive  3-point- 
ers. putting  the  Wildcats  up 
63-56,  but  MBA  made  a bril- 
liant 14-1  run  of  its  own,  high- 
lighted by  T,  Moore’s  flaw- 
less execution  of  the  old 
"shove  the  defender  and  feign 
innocence”  play,  causing  the 


victim  to  be  tagged  with  a 
technical  foul.  Down  the 
stretch.  Barry  Booker’s  17 
fourth  quarter  points  were 
overcome  by  Big  Red  team- 
work led  by  the  brilliance  of 
Ricky  Bowers,  who  finished 
with  thirty-five.  After  67 
fouls  and  99  free  throws,  the 
Big  Red  had  won,  100-98. 

Barry  Booker,  finishing 
with  41  points,  was  selected 
MVP  for  BGA,  while  Ricky 
Bowers  won  the  honor  for  the 
victors.  Other  Big  Red  All- 
Stars  selected  were  Reed 
Trickett.  Frank  Garrison,  and 
Robert  Holland.  Surprisingly 
left  out  were  crowd  favorites 
David  Pack,  who  went  0-for- 
3 Thursday  from  3-point  land; 
and  Joe  Thoni.  who  hit  two 
free  throws.

Jack  Massey  dies

Mr.  Jack  Carroll  Massey, 
friend  and  contributor  to 
MBA,  passed  away  February 
15.  1990. 

At  MBA.  it  is  generally 
known  that  the  junior  school 
Massey  building  is  named  in 
Mr.  Massey’s  honon  how- 
ever, the  other  exploits  of  this 
extraordinary  man  are  not  as 
well  known. 

Of  his  many  accomplish- 
ments. the  one  that  gave  him 
national  recognition  was  the 
fact  that  he  is  the  only  man 
ever  to  have  brought  three 
companies  to  the  New  York 
Stock  Exchange  - Kentucky 
Fried  Chicken  Corp..  Hospi- 
tal Corporation  of  America, 
and  Winners  Corp..  now  Vol- 
unteer Capitol  Corp.  He 
served,  at  one  time  or  another, 
as  chairman  of  the  board  for 
each  of  these  companies.  For 
this  accomplishment,  he  was 
inducted  in  1987  into  the 
National  Business  Hall  of 
Fame  along  with  such  no- 
tables as  Henry  Ford.  J.C. 


Mr.  Massey  was  a patron 
of  the  arts  and  higher  educa- 
tion and  proved  it  by  donating 
large  sums  of  money  to 
Belmont  College  which 
named  its  business  school 
after  him.  and  by  being  the 
first  chairman  of  the  Tennes- 
see Performing  Arts  Founda- 
tion. 

Other  beneficiaries  of  his 
generosity  include  the  Ten- 
nessee Botanical  Gardens,  the 
Fine  Arts  Center  at 
Cheekwood,  the  Vanderbilt 
University  School  of  Law.  the 
United  Way,  and  the  Planned 
Parenthood  of  both  Palm 
Beach  and  Nashville.  The 
front  gardens  of  the  Blair 
House  and  the  presidential 
guest  house  in  Washington. 
D.C„  were  donated  by  Mr. 
Massey. 

Many  people  will  sadly 
note  the  passing  of  this  excep- 
tional and  generous  man.  and 
not  the  least  of  his  mourners 
will  be  the  students  and  fac- 
ulty of  MBA.

On  February  23.  The  Jesus 
and  Mary  Chain  and  Nine 
Inch  Nails  ventured  in  Nash- 
ville to  play  at  The  Cannery. 
As  for  Nine  Inch  Nails,  not 
many  people  have  heard  of 
them  or  their  debut  album 
Pretty  Hate  Machine.  It  is  a 
solo  project  of  Trent  Reznor 
who  creates  harsh  dance 
music  of  keyboards  and 
thrashing  guitars  behind  an 
aggressive  beat.  Basically  I 
had  pictured  Reznor  as  an 
acid  burn-out  mixture  of 
Donald  Trump  and  Yahoo 
Serious.  Instead.  I was 
startled  to  find  Reznor  as  an 
industrial  punk  with  a skin- 
head drummer,  a new-wave 
keyboardist,  and  punk  guitar- 
i.st  with  a full  Red  Hot  Chili 
Pepper  mohawk. 

Nine  Inch  Nails  chanted 
through  “Terrible  Lie”  (the 
opening  song).  “Sin”.  “Down 
In  It”,  and  “Head  like  a Hole”. 
Most  of  the  songs  were  from 
their  debut  album,  but  they 
did  play  .some  new  material. 
Backstage.  I was  able  to  talk 
with  Reznor  after  the  concert. 
I found  out  that  the  entire  band 
was  only  given  a mere  $750 
for  their  performance  for  over 
1500  people  and.  unlike  most 


Nashvillians.  Reznor  cannot 
stand  REM  and  the  B-52’s. 
Although  Nine  Inch  Nails  had 
loaded  their  skin  and  clothes 
with  com  starch  (maybe  it’s 
best  not  to  ask  why),  I left  very 
satisfied. 

The  Jesus  and  Mary 
Chain,  soon  after  the  Nine 
Inch  Nails  performed,  went 
into  their  own  creation  of 
dance  music  behind  shards  of 
guitar  feedback  and  an  infatu- 
ation with  60’s  psychedelia. 
Most  of  the  songs  were  in 
support  of  their  latest  album 
Automatic  in  which  the  ma- 
jority of  the  songs  were  per- 
formed by  Jim  and  William 
Reid  with  the  help  of  a drum- 
mer and  bassist.  However, 
they  did  play  classic  songs 
like  “April  Skies”  and  “I>own 
on  Me”  (from  Darklands) 
and  as  an  encore  “Surf  City” 
(from  Psychocandy).  The 
light  show  that  went  with  the 
concert  was  equally  impres- 
sive; the  band  was  in  a con- 
stant silhouette  behind  blind- 
ing colors  and  strobe  lights 
that  seemed  to  rival  the  guitar 
feedback  in  intensity. 

Both  bands  showed 
much  more  energy  and  crea- 
tivity in  their  performances 
than  the  Top  40  wonders  New 
Kids  on  the  Block  could  ever 
dream  of.

About  seven  years  ago  the 
quintessential  gothic  band 
Bauhaus  dismantled  to  pur- 
sue solo  projects.

Since  then  David  J re- 
joined Daniel  Ash  and  Kevin 
Haskins  to  form  Love  and 
Rockets.  Peter  Murphy  went 
on  to  record  two  disappoint- 
ing solo  albums  being 
drowned  by  the  success  of 
Love  and  Rockets;  however. 


Murphy  has  returned  with 
with  a strong  third  solo  album 
Deep. 

Deep  introduces 
Murphy’s  new  band  The 
Hundred  Men  which  backs 
him  up  on  the  album.  The 
album  consists  of  Teri  Bryant 
(drums).  Peter  Bonas  (gui- 
tars). Eddie  Branch  (bass  gui- 
tar). and  Paul  Statham.  who  is 
Murphy’s  co-writer  on  many 
of  the  songs  on  keyboards  and 
guitars. 

The  album  itself  repre- 
sents Murphy’s  thin  line  be- 
tween good  and  evil  as  seen 
on  such  cuts  as  “Deep  Ocean. 
Vast  Sea”  and  “Seven  Veils.” 
The  best  tracks  on  the  album. 
“Cuts  You  Up”  and  “A 
Strange  Kind  of  Love,”  show 


Murphy’s  true  potential  as  a 
solo  artist.  Murphy’s  distinct 
dirge-like  vocals,  which  were 
established  with  Bauhaus, 
give  the  album  many  dark 
images  and  overtones.  Yet 
cuts  like  “Shy”  and  “The  Line 
Between  the  Devil’s  Teeth” 
show  a more  positive  side  to 
Murphy  which  seems  contra- 
dictory to  his  musical  back- 
ground. The  closing  songs 
“Roll  Call”  and  “Roll  Call 
(reprise)”  end  the  album  on  an 
upbeat  and  powerful  note. 

Although  Deep  is  supe- 
rior to  Should  the  World  Fail 
to  Fall  Apart. . . and  Love  Hys- 
teria, Peter  Murphy  will 
never  be  able  to  compete  with 
the  true  musical  genius  of 
Bauhaus.

Because  of  an  c\i.cllcnt  start 
this  year  of  1 1 wins  and  S 
losses,  the  MBA  varsity  bas- 
ketball team  had  hopes  for 
placing  high  in  its  respective 
district. 

After  losing  a grudge 
match  to  Pearl-Cohn  52-36  at 
home  for  the  sixth  loss  of  the 
season,  the  Big  Red  began  to 
roll  as  it  went  on  a three  game 
tear.  In  the  first  game  MBA 
pummeled  Overton  65-5 1 in  a 
crucial  district  contest  by  en- 
forcing intense  defensive 
pressure.  Alex  Waddey 
scored  a game  high  24  points 
while  making  3 steals,  and  Joe 
Underwood  scorched  the  nets 
with  70%  shooting  from  the 
field  as  he  gathered  12  re- 
bounds. 

Next,  in  MBA’s  final 
district  game,  the  Big  Red 


played  closely  with  Hillwood 
before  pulling  out  55-5 1 win 
with  clutch  free  throws  com- 
ing from  Underwood  and 
Walter  Southwood.

The  following  afternoon

1990  ihe  MBA 
track  team  began  its  season 
with  a meet  against  the  Hill- 
wood  Hilltoppers.

Mr.  Gaither  likes  to  tell  a story 
about  a group  of  seventh  grad- 
ers who  were  first  beginning 
wrestling.  In  their  first  match, 
they  wrestled  atrociously, 
losing  to  Northside  72-0  and 
leading  Coach  Gaither  to 
wonder  if  they  would  come  to 
practice  the  following  day. 
They  did,  and,  improving 
steadily,  they  won  the 
H.V.A.C.  tournament  the  fol- 
lowing year.  Six  years  later, 
as  seniors,  they  became  the 
1990  Region  Champions, 
qualifying  a record  eleven 
wrestlers  to  the  state  tourna- 
ment. Everyone  loves  a Cin- 
derella story,  but  not  every- 
one knows  of  the  long  hours 
of  hard  work,  starving,  and 
sacrifice  it  takes  to  achieve 
wrestling  success.  Every  goal 
that  this  year’s  wrestling  team 
set.  they  not  only  achieved, 
but  in  many  cases  surpassed. 

On  February  9,  the  Big 
Red  entered  the  Region  tour- 
nament a slight  favorite  de- 
spite their  lacking  an  injured 
Dan  Brooks.  This  injury  was 
soon  forgotten,  as  eleven 
wrestlers  reached  the  semi- 
finals and  MBA  took  a first 


day  lead.  Six  advanced  to  the 
finals,  but  David  Trainer  was 
disqualified  for  “slamming” 
an  opponent  to  whom  he  was 
obviously  superior,  as  the  9-2 
score  showed.  In  the  consola- 
tions, he  went  on  to  place 
third,  as  did  Brett  Sanders. 

Lance  Carney,  Spencer 
Leek,  and  Sam  Bartholomew 
all  placed  an  outstanding 
fourth.  In  the  finals,  C.B. 
Harwell.  Martin  Roberts,  and 
George  Clements  all  wrestled 
excellently,  but  came  up  just 
short,  winning  second  place. 
John  Bass  also  scored  second 
place  when  he  was  forced  to 
retire  due  to  an  injured  shoul- 
der. 

Barry  Downer  soundly 
defeated  his  opponent  to  earn 
the  title  Region  Champion. 
Perhaps  the  most  exciting 
bout,  however,  was  Billy 
Crawford’s  downing  of  his 
Ryan  opponent  in  a match 
which  was  judged  the  best  of 
the  tournament.  The  real 
reward  for  the  wrestlers, 
though,  was  winning  the 
Region  Championship  for  the 
first  time  ever. 

In  Chattanooga  the  fol- 
lowing week,  the  best  in  the 
state  gathered  to  battle  it  out. 


MBA  did  very  well  in  the 
early  rounds  and  in  the  conso- 
lations, placing  among  the 
best  dozen  teams  in  the  state. 
Individually.  Trainer  placed 
an  impressive  third.  Downer 
earned  fourth  with  a spectacu- 
lar pin  of  his  McGavock  rival, 
and  Harwell  placed  an  excel- 
lent sixth.  In  addition.  Trainer 
was  named  to  the  Nashville 
Banner  Midstate  Dream 
Team  and  Barry  Downer  was 
named  to  The  Tennessean 
All-Midstate  Team.  Several 
other  Big  Red  grapplers  got 
honorable  mention  on  both 
teams. 

To  start  a wrestling  dy- 
nasty, it  often  takes  several 
great  seasons.  This  year’s 
team  has  certainly  met  this 
prerequisite,  which  will  hope- 
fully be  continued  with  dedi- 
cated wrestlers  and  alumni 
support.  Though  this  year’s 
six  seniors  will  be  sorely 
missed,  returning  starters  and 
hard-working  backups  like 
Albrect,  Baker,  Butler.  E. 
Crawford.  Davis.  Frazier. 
Hammon,  Heiser,  LaGrone, 
Proctor,  Rodgers.  Shim, 
Szydio,  and  Weldon,  will 
continue  the  MBA  winning 
tradition.
